REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach constructing a reduced virtual representation of a 3D structure, using the 
reduced representation to determine amino acid position, assigning amino acid residues 
from predefined groups of amino acids having solvent accessibility to the amino acid 
positions on the reduced representation, performing a Monte-Carlo simulation in 
sequence space and rotamer space to each position to find the residue with the lowest 
energy score, then expanding the reduced representation of the virtually represented 
amino acid sequence with the lowest total energy score. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
